To the Citizens of Litchfield, Greetings: 


We were fortunate in retaining the same teachers, Mrs. 
Rebecca Blodgett, for the four upper grades, and Miss Mary 
EK. Connor, for the first four grades, with Mr. Fred W. Hall 
as Superintendent, we feel that the school work is going 
on satisfactory. 

The percent of pupils that enter the High Schools from our 
school and continue their work to graduation speaks well for 
the preparation that they get in our own school. 

A year ago we were having much trouble with the pumping 
system and thought that we would be obliged to renew the 
whole system but through the advice of the plumber we tried 
first having a new pipe laid connecting the pump and the 
well, and have had very little trouble since. 

We wish to thank Mrs, Blodgett for the use of the piano 
that she placed in the school, also the G. F. C.’s for what 
they are doing for the children whose parents are on relief, 
in regard to hot lunches. 

Recently, many of the children have been absent on ac- 
count of measles. 

As our school building is for the purpose of education of our 
school children, it seemed advisable to co-operate with com- 
munity activities which are educational, including vacation 
school, 4-H Club work, Scouting, and other worth-while pro- 
jects. We therefore extend the use of our building for these 
purposes, under adult supervision.
